Americans tie Finland to clinch first place in Group B | 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) 
— The United States hockey team 
clinched first place in poo! B of the 
World Hockey Championships by 
tying Finland 44 Sunday. 

Team USA, manned by minor 
leaguers, collegians and two Euro- 
pean-based players and put together 
only a we vk before the tournament, 
finished the pool B round-robin 
nnase with 3-0-2 record. 

Olympic champion Sweden 
edged the Czech Republic 2-1 in the 
other pool B game, Tomas Forslund 
scoring the game-winner on the 
power-play at 11:37 in the second 
peniod. 

Sweden and Finland both fin 
ished 3-1-1. But Finland beat the 
Swedes 6-3 early in the tournament 
for the tiebreaker and placed second 
in the pool B standings. Both teams 
quarterfinal opponents will be de- 
termined Monday 

Russia, which lost to Team USA 
in the quarterfinals last year, edged 
defending champion Canada 5-4 at 
Gavle north of Stockholm. 

Russia finished pool A with a 5- 
O record and will play the Czechs in 
the quarters. 

It was the first time the United 
States finished first in round-robin 
play at the World Championships, 
bul not in a major international
